Warsaw, Fob, 3.—Owing to elaborate 
precautions the disturbances that xvere 
anticipated here Thursday did not oc­ 
cur.

Washington, Feb. 3.—The attorney 
general has rendered an opinion in 
which he holds that drawbacks may be 
allowed on exported Hour made in part 
from imported wheat

that evidence of books of account may 
be used to establish the right of a 
manufacturer to a drawback. 
The attorney general holds in effect 
that drawbacks may be allowed ou 
flour produced in part from imported 
wheat, provided the customs officials 
can identify the foreign material and 
can ascertain to their satisfaction by 
the books ol' account or otherwise the 
quantity or measure of the foreign 
material actually present in the com­ 
pleted article. 
The attorney general says that he 
does not wish to be understood as ex­ 
pressing the opinion that the evidence 
of books of account of the manufac­ 
turers is alone sufficient, without the 
aid of other evidence, to establish the 
rights of the manufacturer to the draw­ 
back. 
He says he expresses no opin­ 
ion on that subject, as the nature of 
the evidence disclosed by them is not 
before him. The amount and charac­ 
ter of the evidence which should be 
required Is within the administrative 
discretion of 
the 
secretary of 
the 
treasury. 
The drawback 
may be 
allowed to 
within 1 per cent of the customs duty 
paid on the imported wheat, the pres­ 
ent duty on which is 25 cents a bushel. 
The secretary at once will begin the 
preparation of regulations to carry the 
opinion into effect.

Snow slides are most frequent on 
steep mountains that have a heavy 
snowfall. 
With a billowy train of 
snow dust boiling out behind and over­ 
turning or crushing almost everything 
before they make an awful and mag­ 
nificent spectacle. Their speed is some­ 
times so great that trees alongside are 
overturned by the swamping force of 
the air which the slide lias violently 
disturbed. 
There are many well authenticated 
instances where miners have been 
caught on the surface of a slide and by 
dexterous use of tHeir skeos have kept 
on top of the engulfing surface of the 
slide and come out uninjured. John 
Muir once rode down from the high 
Sierra on a snowslide. He was swish­ 
ed back down in a minute over a dis­ 
tance that had taken all day to climb. 
One day while climbing up a steep 
snowy slope a slide started beneath 
me. and for a time 1 was on the sur 
face of its upper edge, where the snow 
was about two feet deep. Wading a 
torrent will give some idea of the sweep 
of the coasting snow. The snow dust 
steamed and boiled up around me, and 
each time I struggled to my feet the 
rushing snow simply jerked my feet 
from beneath me. 
At last, almost 
smothered, I was dropped off the back 
end upon bare ground.—Enos A. Mills 
in Harper’s Weekly.

One of his neighbors was a ttra c te d to 
th e place by the noise and betw een the 
two the anim al was killed by a well d i­ 
rected blow from the h an d axe. 
T he 
wolf however kept th e two men busy for 
some time, b u t was unevenly m atched 
for the reason th a t he eould not keep 
o u t of th e way of th e clubs th e two men 
were wielding, he could dodge one m an 
b u t it overtaxed his ability to keep ou t 
of th e way of both of them . 
T he wolf is 
said to be one of the largest killed in 
th a t section of the co u n try for years.

The recital given by Mrs. Jessica De 
Wolf at the First Congregational church 
last night was by far tho most delight­ 
ful musical evening ever enjoyed in this 
city.

Entire Northwest and Middle States 
Report Low Temperature. 
! 
Chicago, Feb. 3.—The entire North­ 
west and the middle states will con­ 
tinue in the grasp of the present cold 
wave for at least twenty-four hours 
longer according to information given 
out by the United States weather bu­ 
reau Thursday night. The coldest 
spot in the United States Thursday 
was at Glendive, Mont., where 53 de­ 
grees below zero was reported. Other 
low temperatures reported during the 
day were Havre, Mont., 34 below; Win­ 
nipeg, 24 below: Battleford, 20; Medi­ 
cine Hat, 2b; Bismarck, 20, and Devils 
Lake, 24. 
The center of the cold wave is still 
In North Dakota, but is moving slowly 
southward and it is not expected that 
its full force will be spent in the Mid­ 
dle west for several days. 
Thursday was the coldest day of the 
year in Chicago. Early in the morn- 
showed 14 de­ 
grees below and a mean temperature 
of 8 degrees below zero for the day 
was announced. At 9 p: m. the weath­ 
er bureau thermometer showed 8 de­ 
grees below and steadily going lower, 
with the indications that 15 below 
would be reached before morning. Ow­ 
ing to the absence of wind the cold was 
not so much felt. Still there is a great 
deal of suffering, but no deaths owing 
to the cold weather have so far been 
reported. 


Two Freight Trains Collide Near Mil 
ton, N. D. 
Grand Forks, N. D., Feb. 3.—An ex­ 
tra freight, eastbound, crashed into 
the rear of a loc al freight on the Great 
Northern, near 
Milton, Thursday 
evening, completely demolishing the 
caboose, engine and several cars and 
killing Head Brakeman Baker, who 
was in the cab of the engine. The in­ 
jured: Brakeman Wilson, fatal; Engi­ 
neer Fry, ankle dislocated. 


Women and Gamblers Indicted. 
Pittsburg, Feb. 3.—The grand jury 
Thursday found true bills against 
sixty-two women and gamblers of Al­ 
legheny. The cases are incidental to 
the “graft” investigation in that city 
arm it is said by the prosecutors that 
many prominent officials will be in­ 
volved before the crusade is ended.

KN OW N AS MORMON M EA S U R ES . 


Two Bills Against Polygamists Passed 
in Idaho Senate. 
Boise, ida., Feb. 3.—The senate 
Thursday by unanimous vote, passed 
two bills known as Mormon measures. 
Une is a bill providing that any per­ 
son found guilty of polygamy shall be 
' sentenced to pay a tine of from $200 
to $2,000 and suffer imprisonment 
from six months to five years. The 
other measure makes adultery a crime, 
punishable by imprisonment of from 
three months to three years or by a 
fine of from $100 to $1,000. The mo­ 
tion for the passage of the bills was 
made bv Senator Hart, a Mormon. 
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Old Imperial Mill Property at Duluth 
to Resume Operations. 
Duluth, Minn., Feb. 3.—McCarthy 
Bros, company of Duluth, for local and 
outside people, have purchased the old 
Imperial mil] property. The price was 
about $250,000. 
The property has been idle for the 
past four years. When operating it 
made more flour than any other single 
plant iti the state and the McCarthy 
Bros, company has decided to renew 
activities at tin' plant on account of 
the cheap power which the Great 
Northern company will furnish.

Momotomho Volcano in Nicaragua in 
Violent Eruption. 
San Francisco, Feb. 3.—The steam­ 
ship city of Sydney, from Central 
American ports, brings news of a vio­ 
lent eruption of Momotomho volcano, 
which is 6,000 feet high and whose 
La so forms a promontory in Lake 
Nicaragua. Leon, a Nicaraguan city 
of 50,000 inhabitants, is only eight 
miles from the volcano. Village peo­ 
ple near the erupting mountain fled, 
and fears were entertained for the 
safety of 1,eon.

Sir Chen Tung 
Liang Cheng, the Chinese minister 
here, Thursday received a cablegram 
from his government stating that ab­ 
soluto peace prevails in China and 
that there is no sign of unti foreign 
agitation, He haa communicated this 
information to the state department.

The Marquis of Linlithgow has been 
appointed secretary for Scotland in 
place of Andrew Graham Murray, who 
j has been appointed to a judgeship. 
Some of the mysteries of the alleg­ 
ed ballot box stuffing in Denver were 
cleared Thursday by the statement of 
a voter that the boxes would not hold 
all the ballots and those left outside 
wore folded differently from those in 
the boxes.

St. Paul, Feb. 3.—Officers and em­ 
ployes of the state dairy and food com­ 
mission are made amenable to civil 
service rules and regulations by a hill 
introduced in the house Thursday by 
J. R. Morley of Steele county. 
The commissioner alone is exempted ! jnfi 
official report 
from the operation of the bill. 
By the terms of the Morley measure 
all appointments to the dairy and food 
commission, outside of the commis­ 
sioner are to be made solely on merit. 
To ascertain the fitness of appli­ 
cants, a board of examiners is pro­ 
vided. 
All who desire to serve tne state 
through this department must make 
application in due form, and at stated 
times the board will pass on their qual­ 
ifications and make known their rat­ 
ings. Those who pass are to be taken 
in order as vacancies occur. The 
board is to be non-partisan. The pres­ 
ent < mployes are to immune. The bill 
is not to take effect until 1907. 
Acting on a recent suggestion of the 
state hoard of control, Dr. J. A. Gates 
of Goodhue county, offered a bill mak­ 
ing it manditory upon the state insti­ 
tution, to which any person may be 
sent by due process of law, to send 
duly qualified officers and take the per­ 
son there. In the case of a woman, a 
female traveling companion must be 
provided. All insane persons and 
criminals are now conveyed to the va­ 
rious institutions by officers in the 
counties from which they are sent. 
Rival bids for the location and con­ 
struction of a girls’ training school 
started a lively breeze in the house. 


Hint of Sharp Practice. 
J. H. Dorsey of McLeod county is the 
author of one and J. A. Anderegg of 
Le Sueur is the author of the other, 
with both practically opposites in the 
requirements for the location and the 
«electing of the same. 
Anderegg, by an adroit selection of 
a commission, gives his home town, 
Le Sueur, the best of the argument, 
while Dr. Dorsey would place the 
choice entirely in the hands of the 
bo..rd of control. 
The Anderegg bill is in the hands of 
the training school committee, and 
that of Dr. Dorsey in charge of the 
committee on general legislation. This, 
in a measure, was satisfactory to both, 
but Wednesday, in the absence of Dr. 
Dorsey, friends of the Le Sueur bill 
stole a march on the McLeod member 
to the extent of having his bill taken 
out of the committee on general legis­ 
lation and sent to the training school 
committee. 
As soon as he could get recognition 
Thursday Dr. Dorsey asked for tho re­ 
turn of the bill to his committee, in­ 
timating at the same time that ad­ 
vantage had been taken of his pre­ 
vious absence. 
Th^re was a lively exchange of 
words between several members for 
porno time and Dr. Dorsey intimated 
that sharp practice had been resorted 
to. However, bv a decided majority 
the house voted to let. the bill remain 
where it had been transferred, to the 
training school committee. It was a 
victory for the Le Sueur measure. 
More remonstrances against the Per- 
lev froe text book bill poured in Thurs­ 
day. Five counties, Ramsey, Henne­ 
pin, Le Sueur, Brown and ’Wright, wero 
represented. The remonstrances wore 
heavily signed.

The annual encampment of the Min­ 
nesota G. A. R. will be held in St. 
Paul March 8 and 9. 
Governor Cummins of Iowa is suffer­ 
ing from a serious attack of grip, 
which threatens to terminate in spinal 
meningitis. 
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Rural Members Win Out in Contest in 
the Senate. 
The city and country clashed Thurs­ 
day in the senate for the first time, 
and, as usual, the country won. 
The trouble was stirred on Senator 
Somerville’s report, recommending the 
indefinite postponement of a bill by 
Senator Hardy. This bill provides for 
the reimbursement by the state for 
local improvements on exempt prop­ 
erty, the amount to be in lieu of sums 
now included in gross earnings. 
Senator Somerville took the posi­ 
tion that the Hardy bill was calculat­ 
ed to aid the cities, and would be of 
no benefit whatever to the country. 
Mr. Hardy contended that the bill 
was meritorious, and asked that it be 
placed on general orders. 
Senators 
Calhoun 
and Gjertsen 
raised their voices in favor of the 
Hardy substitute, but, on the roll call, 
the country voted solidly against it 
and tho citv folks were snowed under. 
The recommendation for indefinite 
post ponemerit carrie:1. 
Senator Wilson, from the public 
lands committee, reported S. F. No. 28 
with the recommendation that it pass 
This is a bill creating a board for the 
settlement of timber trespass cases, 
composed of the governor, auditor and 
secretary of state. Heretofore this 
function has been vested alone in the 
state auditor. 
Senator Sohaller opposed the bill 
and tho recommendation, but. without 
avail. 
Ten bills were introduced. One com­ 
pels railroads to issue mileage books 
fc * use of any member of a family or 
a corporation; another prevents colo­ 
nization of voters; others provide 
hoards to erect bridges, amends laws 
on streams for logging purposes and 
minor matters.
